Park  Avenue  Synagogue,  through  a  joint  project 
of  its  Committee  For  The  Homeless  and 
Community  Outreach,  Women’s  Evening  Group, 
Men’s  Club,  and  Sisterhood,  has  become  a  par¬ 
ticipating  synagogue  in  the  “Honor  a  Rescuer 
Program”  of  the  Jewish  Foundation  for  Christian 
Rescuers.  The  JFCR  assists  righteous  gentiles 
who  rescued  Jews  during  the  Holocaust. 

To  mark  our  synagogue’s  participation  in  “The 
Honor  a  Rescuer  Program,”  a  jointly  sponsored 
evening  event  on  the  theme  of  “Holocaust 
Rescue  and  Survival”  has  been  planned  for 
Monday  evening,  October  23  at  7:30  P.M.  Linda 
Charet  is  the  chairperson  for  this  event  and  an 
announcement  with  additional  information  will 
be  sent  out  shortly. 

It  is  a  sacred  obligation  that  we  have  to  those 
righteous  gentiles  who  risked  their  own  deporta¬ 
tion  and  death  to  save  Jews  and  who,  now  elder¬ 
ly  and  in  financial  need,  require  our  assistance. 
The  rescuers  who  are  assisted  by  JFCR  are  locat¬ 
ed  around  the  world  and  have  been  approved  by 
Yad  Vashem.  “The  Honor  a  Rescuer  Program” 
pairs  a  participating  synagogue  with  a  rescuer. 
Park  Avenue  Synagogue  is  very  proud  to  have 
been  paired  with  Mr.  Roman  Bilecki.  Mr.  Bilecki 
and  his  father  saved  23  Jewish  men,  women,  and 
children  by  sheltering  and  feeding  them  in  a  for¬ 
est  near  the  Bileckis’  Ukrainian  village  from 
July,  1943,  when  the  Nazi  army  took  control  of 
the  area,  until  March,  1944,  when  the  Russian 
army  liberated  it.  Mr.  Bilecki  now  lives  in  upstate 
New  York.  He  has  been  invited  to  attend  the 
October  23  event  and  we  hope  that  he  will  able 
to  come. 

For  its  participation,  Park  Avenue  Synagogue 
will  be  given  two  books  about  Holocaust  res¬ 
cuers  and  three  short  documentary  films  on  video 
tape  by  the  JFCR.  One  film  is  about  the  rescue  of 
Danish  Jews  and  the  other  two  are  about  the  res¬ 
cue  of  Jews  in  France. 

Note  this  most  important  event  on  your  calen¬ 
dars!  Plan  to  attend  to  honor  Mr.  Roman  Bilecki 
for  his  righteous  deeds  on  behalf  of  our  fellow 
Jews. 


Park  Avenue  Synagogue  will  hold  its  first  Mitzvah 
Day  on  October  29,  1995.  Called  MITZVAH 
SUNDAY,  the  day  will  offer  the  members  of  the 
congregation  a  chance  to  fulfill  a  commandment 
and  “do  a  mitzvah.”  Everyone  —  young  and  old, 
singles,  couples,  and  families  —  is  invited  to  join 
in  a  celebration  of  activities  and  projects  bene- 
fitting  our  community  and  our  city.  From  9  A.M., 
with  the  mitzvah  of  Tefillah  or  prayer,  until  the 
closing  coffee  and  pastries  at  6  P.M.,  members  will 
be  able  to  choose  from  a  variety  of  events,  mitzvot, 
designed  to  appeal  to  all  the  ages  and  many  inter¬ 
ests  of  all  our  congregants. 

Park  Avenue  Synagogue  contributes  actively  to  a 
large  array  of  community  and  social  service  pro¬ 
grams.  MITZVAH  SUNDAY  will  highlight  these 
activities  and  bring  them  to  the  attention  of  the 
congregation.  These  activities  will  include  a  blood 
drive,  a  party  for  homeless  children  in  a  shelter 
supported  by  Women  in  Need,  and  a  project  to 
package  food  for  homebound  elderly  and 
Holocaust  survivors. 

Other  activities  are  geared  to  nursery  school  age 
children,  who  will  bake  cookies  for  the  blood 
donors  and  create  artwork  in  conjunction  with 
other  projects.  The  Park  Avenue  Synagogue 
Hebrew  School  will  coordinate  a  Walk-a-Thon  to 
Eastside  synagogues  to  benefit  the  Park  Avenue 
Synagogue  Committee  For  the  Homeless  and 
Community  Outreach. 

The  New  York  Metropolitan  Coordinating  Council 
on  Jewish  Poverty  will  organize  teams  of  volun¬ 
teers  to  visit  nursing  homes  and  also  to  assist  mobile 
but  frail  clients  with  shopping  for  necessities. 

Among  the  other  projects  available  to  volunteers 
on  MITZVAH  SUNDAY  are  participation  in  the 
Eldridge  Street  Synagogue  Restoration  and  a 
presentation  and  study  session  at  the  Jewish 
Theological  Seminary.

Sukkot  reminds  us  of  our  wanderings  and  of  how 
we  attempted  to  beautify  the  temporary 
dwellings  in  which  we  found  ourselves. 

Most  of  us  come  from  some  Eastern  or  Central 
European  background  and  it  has  become  much 
easier  for  us  to  trace  our  roots  now  that  the  Iron 
Curtain  has  fallen.  The  temporary  nature  of  our 
existence  and  both  the  beauty  of  the  Judaism  and 
the  horror  of  its  abrupt  and  ghastly  end  is  well 
known  to  us.  Indeed,  like  a  flimsy  Sukkah,  all  of 
it  was  swept  away  in  a  storm. 

My  own  family  comes  mostly  from  Lithuania 
originally,  and  although  I  had  visited  Vilnius 
(Vilna)  and  Kaunas  (Kovno)  during  Soviet  times, 
it  was  just  not  possible  to  visit  the  birthplace  of 
my  great-grandparents  before  now  or  to  travel 
freely  around  the  country. 

As  part  of  my  summer  vacation,  my  older  son 
and  I  traveled  to  Lithuania  for  some  four  days  in 
August. 

Both  our  guide  and  driver  were  fluent  Yiddish 
speakers,  as  are  the  great  majority  of  the  6,000 
Jews  left  in  the  country,  and  they  were  experts  in 
every  aspect  of  contemporary  Jewish  life  and  of 
the  history  and  background  of  the  communities 
we  visited. 

Having  flown  from  London  to  Vilnius  one  after¬ 
noon,  we  arranged  to  meet  the  guides  early  in 
the  morning  and  to  set  out  on  our  quest.  The 
hotel  restaurant  was  supposed  to  be  open  at 
7:00  A.M.  There  was  just  one  gentleman  sitting 
outside  who  told  me  in  English  to  be  patient,  that 
they  would  open  soon.  Before  long  a  number  of 
other  people  came  and  sat  with  him.  To  our 
surprise,  we  heard  them  conversing  in  Hebrew! 
Well,  to  cut  a  long  story  short,  they  were  Israelis 
from  the  Jewish  Agency  on  a  fact-finding  tour. 
We  all  became  friendly,  meeting  them  again

at  the  end  of  our  tour. 

The  first  two  towns  we  came  to  were  Panevezis 
and  then  Sjavljai.  Both  had  been  great  centers  of 
Jewish  learning  until  the  Second  World  War.  The 
Ponvesh  Yeshiva  today  stands  in  B’nei  B’rak  in 
Israel,  but  the  remains  of  the  old  building  in  the 
original  town  now  serves  as  a  bakery.  Local 
Jewish  leaders  in  both  towns  took  us  to  the  ghet¬ 
to  areas  and  to  neighboring  forests  where  the 
Lithuanian  fascists  murdered  most  of  the  Jewish 
population.  It  was  to  become  almost  routine  to 
visit  forest  after  forest  where  these  dreadful  mas¬ 
sacres  took  place.  If  there  is  any  comfort  today,  it 
is  in  the  fact  that  at  least  our  martyrdom  is  prop¬ 
erly  recognized  with  Yiddish  and  sometimes 
Hebrew  memorials.  The  Soviets  had  not  allowed 
that.

All  About  Sukkot 

The  festival  of  Sukkot  derives  its  name  from  the 
sukkah,  the  temporary  dwelling  or  booth  built 
especially  for  the  holiday.  Says  the  Book  of 
Leviticus:  “I  did  cause  the  children  of  Israel  to 
dwell  in  booths  when  I  brought  them  out  of  the 
Land  of  Egypt.”  The  sukkah  is,  therefore,  a 
reminder  to  all  generations  of  God’s  redemption 
of  the  Jewish  people  from  Egyptian  slavery. 

Sukkot  is  also  a  festival  of  thanksgiving  for  the 
final  ingathering  of  the  harvest  in  the  Land  of 
Israel.  Some  of  its  symbols  clearly  recall  the 
Land  and  its  produce. 

The  four  minim,  or  species,  consist  of  an  etrog,  a 
lulav,  myrtles,  and  willows.  The  lulav  is  a  branch 
of  the  palm  tree  and  is  bound  together  with  three 
short  branches  of  myrtle  leaves  (hadasim)  and 
two  branches  of  the  willow  tree  (aravot).  The 
etrog  looks  like  a  large  lemon,  but  it  smells  and 
tastes  much  sweeter.  It  has  a  pitom,  a  small  pro¬ 
tuberance,  at  its  end. 

The  rabbis  teach  that  binding  these  different 
species  together  serves  as  an  example  to  us  of 
how  all  Jews,  different  thought  we  may  be  from 
one  another,  must  be  bound  together  into  one  unit. 

A  blessing  is  said  over  the  minim  at  two  points  in 
the  morning  service,  during  Hallel,  right  after  the 
morning  amidah,  and  during  Hoshanot,  each  day 
of  the  holiday  when  we  march  around  the  syna¬ 
gogue  with  them  in  a  magnificent  procession, 
except  on  the  Sabbath. 

The  festival  of  Sukkot  begins  on  the  15th  day  of 
Tishri  and  the  first  two  days  are  observed  as 
major  festival  days.  The  next  five  days  are  Hoi 
Hamoed,  the  Intermediate  Days  of  the  festival. 
These  days  are  half-holidays,  for  while  most 
labor  is  permitted,  except,  of  course,  on  the 
Sabbath,  we  continue  to  eat  meals  in  the  sukkah 
and  to  make  the  blessings  over  the  four  minim, 
waving  them  during  the  recitation  of  the  Hallel 
and  when  marching  with  them  during  the  hymns 
(Hoshanot). 

At  Park  Avenue  Synagogue,  our  Ritter  Sukkah, 
named  in  memory  of  Gerald  and  May  Ellen 
Ritter,  is  constructed  on  the  roof  and  decorated 
by  the  Parents’  Association,  under  the  direction 
of  Judy  Katz.

All  About  Sukkot

A  kiddush  takes  place  in  the  Ritter  Sukkah  fol¬ 
lowing  every  service  during  Sukkot  and  dinner  is 
served  there  every  night  of  Sukkot. 

The  eighth  day  of  Sukkot  is  treated  as  a  separate 
holiday  in  and  of  itself  and  is  called  Shemini 
Atzeret,  the  “Eighth  Day  of  Assembly.”  We  no 
longer  eat  in  the  sukkah  and  in  Israel  prayers  for 
rain  are  recited  during  the  service.  The  Yizkor 
Memorial  Prayers  are  recited  on  Shemini 
Atzeret. 

Then,  Shemini  Atzeret  is  followed  by  the  joyous 
festival  of  Simhat  Torah,  the  “Rejoicing  of 
Torah.”  It  is  during  the  morning  service  on 
Simhat  Torah  that  the  last  verse  and  the  first 
verse  of  the  Torah  are  read,  a  bold  demonstration 
of  our  belief  that  the  study  of  Torah  is  never-end¬ 
ing.  We  march  joyfully  in  hakafot  (processions) 
in  which  we  carry  the  Scrolls  of  the  Law.  At  this 
service,  three  of  our  congregants  are  honored  for 
their  contributions  to  the  synagogue  and  to  the 
Jewish  community.

Located  on  the  campus  of  The  Jewish 
Theological  Seminary  of  America,  the  Solomon 
Schechter  High  School  of  New  York  is  the  high 
school  of  the  Conservative  movement.  It  serves 
the  five  boroughs  of  New  York  City  as  well  as 
Westchester  and  Rockland  counties.  SSHS  offers 
a  superior  college  preparatory  education  in 
Jewish  and  general  studies,  has  an  outstanding 
faculty  and  access  to  the  finest  university  library, 
laboratory,  and  physical  education  facilities. 

SSHS  opened  in  1992  with  only  a  ninth  grade.  In 
June,  1996,  with  a  full  four  grade  high  school,  the 
first  class  will  graduate.  Students  come  from 
throughout  the  tri-state  area  and  from  all  streams 
of  Judaism.  They  come  from  such  schools  as  the 
Solomon  Schechter  Day  Schools  of  Queens  and 
White  Plains,  the  Dalton  School,  the  Heschel 
School,  Park  East  Day  School,  Manhattan  Day 
School,  the  Calhoun  School,  Kinneret  School, 
and  HAFTR.

In  addition  to  a  full  complement  of  college 
preparatory  courses  and  a  rigorous  Judaic  Studies 
Program,  college  guidance  services  are  offered  in 
the  junior  year  as  well  as  advanced  placement 
courses  for  seniors.  Solomon  Schechter  High 
School  also  involves  students  in  a  wide  variety  of 
tikkun  olam  and  g’milut  hasadim  projects.  SSHS 
has  recently  become  the  laboratory  school  of  the 
Seminary.

Chancellor  Attends  Clinton 
Address  on  Affirmative  Action 

Dr.  Ismar  Schorsch,  Chancellor  of  The  Jewish 
Theological  Seminary  of  America,  was  invited 
personally  by  President  Clinton  to  attend  the 
President’s  address  on  affirmative  action  on  July 
19th  in  Washington,  D.C.  The  Chancellor  was 
one  of  a  select  group  of  national  leaders  chosen 
to  be  present  at  the  National  Archives  for  this 
major  policy  statement.  In  a  letter  to  the 
President  following  the  address,  Chancellor 
Schorsch  noted  the  connection  between  affirma¬ 
tive  action  and  the  Jewish  people  by  stating: 
“The  tortuous  history  of  Jewish  emancipation  in 
pre-Holocaust  Europe  has  taught. ..that  ending 
discrimination  is  not  the  same  as  granting  equal 
opportunity.  A  level  playing  field  does  not  nec¬ 
essarily  give  everyone  equal  access  to  the  same 
opportunities  for  advancement.  No  less  impor¬ 
tant,  the  end  of  legal  discrimination  does  not 
automatically  end  social  discrimination. 
Collective  contrition  for  past  injustice  needs  to 
progress  from  word  to  deed,  from  government 
legislation  to  broad  public  acceptance.  An  era  of 
affirmative  action  is  the  bridge  that  takes  us 
there.” 

The  Jewish  Theological  Seminary  of  America, 
the  academic  and  spiritual  center  of  Conservative 
Judaism,  is  committed  to  the  ideals  and  pursuit  of 
social  justice.  According  to  Chancellor  Schorsch: 
“One  of  the  core  values  of  Conservative  Judaism 
is  the  governance  of  Jewish  life  by  halakha, 
which  expresses  the  fundamental  thrust  of 
Judaism  to  concretize  ethics  and  theology  into 
daily  practice.”  Under  Chancellor  Schorsch’s 
leadership,  the  Seminary  is  embarked  on  a  cam¬ 
paign  to  place  serious  Jewish  education  at  the 
center  of  the  community’s  religious  agenda. 
Education  is  the  secret  of  Jewish  creativity  and 
continuity  as  an  inspiring  prescription  of  univer¬ 
sal  import.  It  was  in  this  spirit  of  universality  that 
Chancellor  Schorsch  participated  in  the  Clinton 
Administration’s  address  on  affirmative  action.
